Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims #16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chang et al. 
(U.S. Pat. No.6 5 350,694 Bl, Pub. Date 02/26/02, Filed 03/22/01). 

The Examiner has considered the arguments received from the applicant on October 13, 
2006, but has not found them persuasive. Chang indeed does describe using a plasma etching 
process to remove metal particles that may have been deposited during CMP process. The 
applicant is direct to the recited areas listed in the previous rejection (column 2, lines 63-67; 
column 3, lines 1-15; column 7, lines 10-30). For theses reasons, the Examiner takes the position 
that the rejection was proper.
